HE Congre(s of the 
~’ open'd yefterday in the Prefence of the 
Cardinal Primate ; buc there is no Com- 


riv’d yet. They did not go upon any 
Bufinefs, but adjourn’d to this Afternoon, fo that we 
cannot,know their Refolutions till tomorrow. Mean 
time ‘tis the general Opinion that they will put off 
the Congrefs till the King of Sweden’s Commiffioners 
arrive ; and that after they have heard his Propolals, 
(which will be no other than the King of Poland’s 
Dethronization, or his Abdication of the Electorate 
of Saxony,) they will fend Deputies to his Polifh Ma- 
jefty to dcfire him to confent to one or vother; 
and it being highly probable his Majefty will yield 
to neither, they will firft form a Rechos, which im- 
‘ports a withdrawing their Obedience from him, and 


then proceed to a neweElection. The Swedes have © 


fent Univyerfalia or Summons into the Palatinace of 
Mazovia, demanding 52 Timpbhes for every Chimney, 
(a Timphe is worth about 7.4.)But part of the Gentry 
of that Palatinate have refolv’d to. mount on Horfe- 
back immediately, to levy among themfelves a Sum 
of Money for their own defence, and to maintain 
fome Troops of Lithuania, with which they hope to 
be furnith’d by Prince Wiefnowiski; declaring that 
they had rather confume their Eftates themfelves, 
than let them be devour'’d by the Swedes. On Advice 
of General Rein{child’s drawing towards Cracow, 2 
Companies of Foot and fome Troops of Horfe, Sax- 
ons, are march’d into it, and all the Gates of that 
City except 2 are kept faft, till the King of Poland 
returns. Some Parties.are likewife in Motion about 
Czeftokowa, to obferve the Swedes, if they fhould 
advance that way, but they hear nothing of them 
yet. Czeftokowa is a {mall Fortrefs, in it the Trea- 
{ure of the Virgin is kept, which is efteem’d not to 
fall much fhort of that of Loretto: There are 200 
Priefts, a great Magazine, and 2000 Peafants in ir, 
all refoly'd to defend. it to the laft Extremity ; King 
Charles Guftavus ‘of Sweden befieg’d it, but met 
with fo vigorous a refiftance that he was forc’d to 
rife from before it. The Cardinal Primate gives.out 
he is come hither in quality of Chief of the Com- 


aniilioners of the Republick, and that he knows no- © 


thing of the Intentions of the Confederates ; .mean 
time the Congrefs is held in his Palace, he refides in 
it, and nothing is done without him, The Bifhoprick 
of Warmia is tax’d by the Swedes at 320000 Crowns 
Contribution, befides Winter Quarters, The follow- 
ing Letter gives a clearer account in what manner the 
Swedes efs'd: themfelves of Elbing, than has hi- 
_therto been made publick. 
Elbing, Jan. 4. ‘ The roth of laft Month,the King 
* of Sweden fummon'd this Town by 2 of his Off- 
“ cers to furrender, The next day his Majefty in 
* Perfon came befote the Town, between 6 and 7 in 


‘ the Morning, with 2 Regiments of Horfe, and fent — 


- Monfieur Lagercroon -to. demand of the Magi- 
* ftrates whether they would deliver up the Place to 
‘ him, giving them but 3 hours to take a final Refo- 
“ lution. That time expiring before they could deter- 
‘ mine what ro do,Gen.Steinbock came intothe Town 
“ at 2 in the Afternoon, to command them in the 
‘ Name of the King to open their Gates without de- 


miffioner from the King of Sweden ar- ~ 


‘ lay, ocherwife threatning to compel them by Force 


and to give no Quarter. Upon this Meflage the 
* Magiftrates refolv’d to capitulate, but were told 
* they muft fubmit abfolucely to the King’s Mercy. 
* So the Gates were open’d at 4 in the Evening. The 
* 12th his Majefty demanded of the Burghers 260000 
* Crowns in Monéy to commute for Plundering, for 
* making his Majefty wait without their Gates 7 
* hours together on Horfeback, and for not furnifhing 
* the 200 Waggons demanded of them laft Summer. 
‘ They could not obtain any Abatement of this Sum, 
‘ and every one not being able to pay his part of it 
* in Money, feveral were forc’d to carry into. the 
* Town-Honfe their Silver, Pewter, or Copper Uten- 
* fils, &c. The King of Sweden det out from hence 
* the 23d Uvt. for Heilsberg. All the Swedith Regi- 
*‘ ments, Foot and Horfe, are pafs'd thro’ this City, 
‘ to follow his Swedith Majefty into the Bithoprick of 
* Warmia ; except of Foot and the Artillery, which 

The Deputies of the Confede- 
rates have not yet fat regularly, and have put off 
the Congrefs till the Arrival of the Deputies of 
Pruffia ; their Number is bur fmall, yet they are noc 
all of a Mind, which eres ground to hope they will 
not be able to do the King of Poland much Mifchief ;

The Perfons of whom the Con- 
gtefs is at prefent compos’d, are the Cardinal Pri- 
mate, the Bifhop of Pofnania,the Palatin of Pofnania, 
the Staroft Pifdry Marfhal of the Confederacy, and 
8 other Gentlemen.
